But China still remained in a etate of internal 
disorgautation, To have abstained from inter- 
ference in one way or another, provided it 
were a gafo way, would have been to depart 
from all the traditions of the British Govern- 
mont, The Imperialists having yielded every 
concession that was asked, and being ready to 
yield apy othera that might be, they could not, 
in decency, be set upon again, and so the Robels 
their turn was coming.

The rebela were warued away; but, 
very naturally questioning the right of outsiders 
to interfere, they stood to their purpose. Tho 
first result we bave already told. 

Tho fiual result ia o matter for anxious 
speculation, If England, aided by France, 
seriously proposes the muintenance of the Im- 
porial dyuusty io Chins, the world would like 
to know it. The preseat Government of Chin 
cannot support itself. It is already crumbling 
to decay. The only sound bope for the regen- 
eration of that wretched country was in the 
ascendency of tho insurrection. The chiefs of 
the Tsepings are known to be the most en- 
lightened officials that the land has produced. 
They are not utterly oppored to fureiga inter- 
courae, and they have on more than one occa-

—This is the law of the land, and was eo 
more thon tbree weeks prior to these N 
Orleans murders, The former owners of those 
slaves had forfoited their claim to them by 


treason, ‘Tho slaves had left them to take rof- 
uge within the lines of onr armies, as they,| 
wore by law encouraged and jnvited to do. 


In doing so, they were sct upon by the noto- 
rioudly disloyal Police of New-Orleans, infeot

Gen. Batler, in regurd to tho battle: 
Hranaaanqens, Barox Rovon, Aug. 7, 186%. 
Gexenat: Lhuve the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your favor of yesterday, 

Your troops at thie place have won a glorious vic 
tory. Ido not consider that there is tho least dan- 
cer of an attack for the present, because one of the 
soveral reconuoitcring partica sent ont this morniug, 
ana which bas returned, reports five abandoned 
caiscons on the Greenwell Springs Roud, We beve 
sent out to bring them in. Thia indicates a buety 
retreat on the part of the enemy. Our forces coal 
not pureve. One balf of tho men who loft the bos 
pitals to fight could not merch a mile. The condact 
of tues men was magnificently glorious, The attack 
Was undoubtedly made upon representations of Reb- 
vle within our bes tbat our troops were nearly all 
sick and demoralized, and Gen. Breckinridge un- 
doubtedly expected, in conjunction with the ram 
Arkanss, to wuke a successful dash. It was a 
complete failore. The ram is blown up. Their 
troopa were repulsed, 

Ge, Willisms disposed his forces as follows, 
viz; The 4th Wiscousia on the extreme left, on the 
right bank of Bayou Gross, with LW piscus of 
Manning's Battery in the Arsenal grounds on the 
left bauk of Bayou Grosa, to eweep the grounds, on 
the left of the Wisconeia 4th.

Must of these are, of course, rejected: We 
bave neither food vor employment for them. With: 
out exception, they all bear testitbony to one fuct, 
that the elavew are on very short allowance of food, 
and that thoy are ovor-warked and otherwise craolly 
treated. Many of them bear tho marks of brutal 
whippings, their backs aod limbs lucerated and 
scurred, or atill bleeding. Some of them baye heavy 
iron collara, with long prongs, ontbeir necke. Others 
bave handcuff on, One old man came in, a few 
Sabbaths einco, with a beavy iron weight aad chain 
on his leg. A boy of abont 16 arrived a few even-

P. 8.—At about 74 o'clock this a. m., I was re~ 
qnested by several perscns, among otbors Capt. H. 
L. Bidwell, to go to the door of the Custom-House, on

Thoy wil resided in one of the moet 
obscure portions of Eustern Virginia, where I could 
count on one hand every Northern man who passed 
that way in twenty years. (On ono occasion, in my 

boyhood, I remember Horace Greeley passed throngh 
on his way to visit tho mining regiona in Virginia, 

and though it was mot known til he was gone, the 
sensation lasted several months) 

When the Rebellion broke ont I know, by private 
letters received, that the negroes wero regarded ap 
entirely on tho Wenthern side. It was written: 

“Thoy (the nogroes) bave increased their bold upon 
our affections by their increased dovotion and loyalty 
tous." There is no doubt tuat the negroes did seem 
far more fond of enslavement tUan ever, 

But no sooner did the United States military lines 
reach Fredericksburg than every single one of my 
father’s slaves not hired out beluna those lines asserted 
and gained his or her liberty. 

Some Whshington correspondonta Lays asserted 
that it was suggested to thei thut they could and 
should bo free. Thisis not true. Not a single eoul 
put it into their minds. I for ope did not dream of 
their leaving till they had left. ‘They bad vo harsh 
treatment to complain of. Some of their children 
bired at Richmond and elsewhere bad to be loft, 
Thero wero many hardships in the way of leaving; 
yet theeo negroes, kindly treated, untampored with, 
unable to read and wnite, leaped at thoir liberty a» 
so6n as it came within reach. 

These negroes certify tbat before tho advent of 
onr army they were told thut the soldiers were their 
Worst enemies—that they would bo maltreuted and 
sent to some foreign land. This wus told them by 
the best citizens, and created a real fear which 
mingled swith their bope of liberty.

It is enp- 
poceil that the Rebels will dispute the paesage of the 
Rapidan.

sible after their forced march, and to bring forward 
all the forces st my dispoeal. The artillery of the 
enemy wns opened early in the afternoon, bat be 
made no advance until pearly 5 o'clock, at which 
time u few ekirmishera were thrown forward on 
each eido under cover of the heavy wood in which 
his forco wus concealed, The evemy pushed forward 
u strong force in tho rexr of hisskirmishers, and Gen, 
Banke advanced to the attack. The engagement did 
not fiirly open until after 6 o'clock, and for an hour 
und a balf was farious and unceusing, Throughout 
the canvonsding, which at first wos deaaltory and 
directed mainly ugainst the cavalry, I bad continued 
lo receive reports from Gen. Banke that no attack 
was apprehended, and (hat uo considerable ivfuntry 
force of tho enemy bad come forward. Yet, toward 
evening, the increase in the artillery firing baving 
tatislied me an engagement might be at band, thongh 
the Iutenees of the boor rendered it aplikely, I or 
dered Geu. McDowell to advance Ricketis's Division 
to eupport Gev. Burke, and directed Gen, Sigel to 
bring bis men upon the groaad ne goon us possible. 
I arrived persoually on the field at 7 p.m, and 
found the uction ruging fariously. The infantry fire 
Wwus inceseunt aad eovere. I found Gen, Banks bald- 
ing tho position he took up early in the morning, 
His losses wore heavy. Ricketta’s Division was im- 
mediately pusbed forward and ocenpied the right of 
Gen. Davks, tho brigudes of Crawford and Gordon 
being directed to chango their position from the right 
und masa themselves in tho center. Before this 
change could be effected it wus quite dark, though 
tho artillery fire continued at short range without 
intermission, The artillery firo ot oight by the 2d and 
Sth Muive batteries in Ricketts’s Division, of Gen. 
McDowell's corps, was most destructive as wasreadily 
obsuryable the next morning in the dead men and 
horees, and broken gun-carriages of the enemy's bat- 
teries which had been advanced aguinst it, Our 
(roops rected on their arms during the night in line 
of battle, the beavy eholling being kept up om both 
sides anti) midnight. At daylight the next morning 
(be enemy fell buck two miles from our front, and 
still Ligher up the mountain. Our pickets at once 
advanced and occupied the ground. The futigue of| 
tho troops from long murcbes and excessive beut 
nude itimpossible for either side to rexume the action 
on San: Tne men were, therefore, allowed to 
reet and recrnit tho whole day, our only nective opera 
tion being of cavalry on the enemy’s dunk and rear. 
Monday wae spent in burying the dead and in getting 
off the wounded, The elaagbter was revere ou both 
vides, most of the Oghting being hoadto haud, The 
dead bodies of both armies were found mingled to 
gether in mnsees over the whole grouml of the conflict, 
‘The burying of the dead was vot completed uotil 
dark on Movday, the beat being #0 terrible that 
savere work wae not possible, Oo Mondey nightthe 
nowy fled from the field, leaving many of his dead 
unburied sud his wounded on the ground, and slong 
the road to Orange Coprt-House, as will be seen from 
Gen. Bafora'sdispsteh, A cavalry and artillery force 
onder Gen. Buiord was immediately thrown forward 
in pureais und followed the envmy to the Rupidan, 
over which be passed with his rear-guard by ten 
o’cloek in the morning. ‘he bebavior of Ge 
Banks's corps during:the aetion was very fine. No 
greater gallantry and daring could be exbibited by 
avy troops. I cannot epeak too highly of the cooluees 
and intrepidity of Gen. Banks bimself during the 
whole of tue engagemunt. Ho was in tbe frontund ox- 
posed as much gs any man in bis commsod, His ex- 
emplo was of the greatest bonsfit to bis troops, and 
be merits and should receive the commendation of 
his Goveroment, Generals Williams, Augur, Gor- 
don, Crawford, Prince, Green and Geary, bebaved 
with conspicuous gallantry. Augur aud Geary were 
severely wounded, and Princo, by losing bis way in 
the dark while pacing from one fiank to another, 
fell into the*haudu of tha enemy, I desire publicly 
to express my appreciation of the prompt and akillfal 
manner in which Generale McDowell and Sigel 
brought forward their respective Sommunds, und 
established dem on the field, and of their cheerful 
and beurty co-operation with me from, beginning to 
end. Brig.-Gen, Roberts, Chief of Cavulry of this 
army, wus with the advance of our forces on Fridsy 
aud Saturday, und was couspicuous for bis gullantry 
aud for the valuable aid\he rendered to Gene, Banka 
and Crawford. Our loss was sbout 1,500 killed, 
wounded, and miasing, of whom 290 wero taken pris- 
oners. As might be expected, from the character of 
the engagement, a-vory large proportion of chess 
were killed. Tho enemy's lova in killed, wounded, 
and priconers, We are now satisfied, is much in excess 
of our own. A full list of castulties will be trans- 
mitted ag eoon ub possible, together with a detuiled

‘Tho brigade of Gens. Crawiord and Gordon, occa- 
pying the extreme right, and Sighting nourly ull the 
tite in the woode, did not come under the observa. 
tion of your correspondent, but froin a great variety 
of sources, und from several offivers in the brigade, £ 
hear that they encountered tue eawe overwholiu- 
ing mnsver, and were not beaten back aptil wore 
thun ove-bhlr their weu bad fullen and were takeu 
prigoners. ‘Che brigede of Gen. Crawford eapeciully 
puflered terribly, aud this morviog it burdly bos an 
existence. It Will bo /mpossibls to state the actoul 
Jors in avy of thee briyades for wavy days, ‘Tho 
regiments in uenrly ell the brigudes wore vory thin. 
poine of thei wot baving more than 250 men.

I have not time to relate all the individnal 
instances of bravery. I trast, however, iu afew 
duye to do justice to every one.» The officers and 
voldiers of the 102d New-York apd the 109th Penu- 
sylvavis drew special mention, Major Lave, who 
communded the 102d, and Capt. Avery, are the ouly 
oificers left.

The Army Awaiting Attack—The Rebels 
Astonished at Banks's Audactity—Sack- 
son’s Entontions—His Pina a Failare— 
Gen. Bonkw’s Injury—The Attempt of 
tho Rebel Rear Guard to Make a Stand.

For tevo days and nights, the army of Gen. Pope 
hos been in position and under arms, waiting for 6 
battle, When the premature contest of Saturday 
was over, and it was known that the Rebels were in 
great strength and receiving ro-enforcements, it be- 
came evident that their purpose was to attack and 
thoir hope to destroy at a blow the Army of Virguis 


Vor whatever reason, the plan isabandoned, and Jacky 
con is retreating. It is said (but from their position 
on Saturday, tho Rebels could overlook the udyauc- 
ing foreca of Buns, and were amazed at bis audacity 
in begiuning an uttack with euch a baudful of troops 
gainst their masces of brigades and divisions. They 
could have been so less surprised st the persistence 
with which that attack wes pusbed, and the heroic 
constancy of troops under euch a weight of fire, It 
in too goon to say that Jackson has relreated becauso 
from that experieuce he dreads the result of au equal 
eucounter. That may have been one resson, but 
there are others. 

There is no well-settled opinion in camp about tho 
engagement of Saturday, bat ut least an intelligent 
conjecture as to the Rebel plana is possible. Whut 
was first suppreed to be an advance guard of the 
Rebels turns out to be their main colamn, and tho 
plan which was thonght to include only the surprise 
und captaro of our corps d’armée proves to have been 
un effort to crush the wholo army. 

Tt wos discovered thie morving thut the Rebels 
had ubscdouod their position uear Codar Mountain, 
where the battle of Saturday was fought, and wore 
in fall retreat to the Repidan, Though their army 
consisted of five fall divisions, a sixth endor Long- 
street was hastening up from Orage Court-Honze, 
expecting no doubt to crossthe Rapidan aad arrive 
in Lime for the battle, which erewed to be delayed 
only for their coming, Jackeon may well bave been 
puzzled torkuow whut revaforcoments had reached 
Ge. Pope. Althongh, from his commanding posi- 
sion, be could look dowa into the campa at the foot 
of the mountain, aud estimate with some certainty 
cho troops in udvanced buttle lino, tho reserves 
were out of sight, and their numbers were unknown. 

When it wus known how largely tho Rebels oat- 
ouwbered os, an attack from thou wus expected. 
When they lay for two days inuctivd, it began to 
be thought thet they hud found their sdvance to be 
promiatare; and when information of their strength, 
their expected re-onforcements, and their retreat, 
vas simultaneously received, the failure of their 
plun was pluinly rovealed. 

Probably Gen. Bavks sbould not bave attempted 
touttack, If ho bad waited, he would either buve 
been re-enforced by the speedy arrivul of McDowell's 
Corps, orbo would buve obliged the Rebela to move 
onthe sane open ground which exposed his own 
troops to loss, und where te slaughter wus greatest, 
Either thore would have been no battle, or its result 
would bave been decidedly difforent. If no battle, 
next miorping would bave found Gen. Pope's whole 
army in position, and the disparity of nombers far 
lees considerable, 

Gen. Bavks met nourly the whole strength of the 
colamns of Juckson aud Ewell. Prisoners report 
that Jackson considered himself strong enough to 
drive back the whole army of Virginia, aud that the 
Rebel officers had promised themselves to take sup- 
ver that wight in Culpepper. ‘The moralug’s advance 
was delayed by Gon. Buyard’e Cavalry, and mach 
of the ulterooon work ‘was ulso theirs The lat 
New-Jereey Cavalry, by ity enterprise the day be~ 
fore, and ita stesding= under s playing tire ou Sat- 
urduy, more thun redeemed tho credit which, from 
the tuult or treachery of its Colouel, it lost at Har- 
risonbarg. 

Porsibly, if Jackson had pnsbed on when Gon. 
Banke fell’back uud reformed bis line on its original 
round, altbongh at that momont, McDowell's corps 
bad arrived, and Gen, Pope bud (ekeu command, be 
might haye thrown some portion of the new lives 
into confosion, for-upon our fluu\ instead of a divi- 
sion, which waa thongbt lo cover the center, waa 
ovly the fragwent of Crawyiord’s Brigude, which 
bud melted uway ander fire, und was corpletoly 
exbausted. ‘The couter being weak ut tho time, 
Gen McDowell bud thrown masses of bis troops 
into the field iu reur of the bill where Gev. Pope

The rive of the Rapidan bus embarrassed and delayed 
operations to come extent, aud it is pot quite clear 
thut any considerable body of our troops is upon the 
other side of the river, It does not look as if the 
Rapidan, at least at this point, wero destined to be 
an important line, but it iz curious tbat the advance 
of the Union armies in Virginia bas been everywhere 
obstructed by the sulden rise of rebellious rivers.

‘he right buuk of tho Rupidan is for several miles 
along our front considerably higher than the left, 
and from the summit of its elevation spreads away 
to the Sonth ia broad plaing, {It for deploying and 
mancuvering troops. On this sido the fords nud 
ure. everywhere commanded by tho 
Southern bunk; and the gronnd is eo broken aud 
wooded as to muke it diffloult for masses of troops 
lo be used to advantage, Tho Robele, tierefore, 
might huvo becu expected lo make a stand on the 
Rapidan were it not for the fact tbat the rivor at ito 
ordinary hight in fordable in many places on either 
side of the strongost positions. It is till uncertain 
where the next battle will bo fought, thongh tho 
latest and most _nuthoritative {aformation puts the 
main body of Jackeou's army soutl-west from Gom 
donsville. There wore rumors yesterduy thut Juck- 
con Was at Madison Court House with 30,060 wen, 
und that 15,000 were ov the rosd feoin Mudiron to 
Colpepper; aad w-night there is un equally credible 
acutomeut that Sperryville is in porsersion of the 
enemy.

‘The emoxe of the battle of Cedar Mouutain clear 
awuy graddally, und it is eusior to-duy to arrive at o 
‘correct estima’e of ite causes and circumstances than 
while the confusion of one contest aud the expects- 
tion of unorber uccapied all minds. Two or three 
points which have been separately enggested are iui 
portantenough to bo restuted in their proper cou- 
nection.
